Small and spare, he became a marvel­ 
ous athlete. 
He was the first rider to 
tarn a double somersault and the first 
to dash around a ring carrying a boy 
on his head. 
Nine times around the 
ring was his act. 
When asked if it 
had not been a life of continual ex­ 
citement, he answered: 
“ Yes, all the 
time excitement, but it got to seem 
just like a farmer’s life.” 
Daredevil riding surely may be in­ 
cluded among the dangerous occupa­ 
tions, and Jim m ie had his share of 
hairbreadth escapes. 
It was humili­ 
ating, then, to come to grief one day 
while quietly walking the streets in 
Columbus, Ohio, where he inadver­ 
tently stepped into a manhole and 
suddenly 
found himself doubled up, 
his feet above his head. 
Jim m ie is now 
eighty years old, 
and a wonderfully young 
old 
man. 
W ith his wife, who has always accom­ 
panied him on his tours, he spends 
five months of every year at Green 
Luke, Wisconsin, and the rest of the 
time in 
Louisville, 
Kentucky. 
The 
third of June always finds Jim m ie at 
the lake, and his trim, erect figure is 
a feature of this int ere-ting Ii’ tie re­ 
sort.

W illiam H. Traylor, 64, for the past 
four years secretary-treasurer of the 
Red Ball Transfer company, who on 
July 14 shot 
and 
fatally 
wounded 
Frank J. Vollmer, former president of 
that company, committed 
suicide 
at 
7:30 o’clock Monday morning at his 
home at 916 South Boulder avenue, by 
slashing the jugular vein with a razor. 
Mrs. Traylor had stepped into the 
back yard for some purpose, at which 
time Traylor was sitting in a rocking 
chair in the parlor. 
Returning a few 
minutes later and noticing 
his 
ab­ 
sence, 
she 
entered the bath room, 
finding the dead body of her husband 
almost 
entirely 
submerged 
in 
the 
water, blood seeping from 
the 
long 
gash in the throat. 
At the time ot*his death Traylor was 
out on bond awaiting 
trial 
on 
the 
charge of having shot and killed Voll­ 
mer, with whom he had been associat­ 
ed in business for a number of years, 
and the theory that continued worry 
over his fate ai the hands of a jury for 
the shooting had unbalanced his mind 
has been generally acc epted as being 
responsible for tin* act. 
No statement was left by the dead 
man thai will clear the mystery and 
outside of having assumed 
a 
rather 
gloomy and downcast attitude during 
the past few' days his actions were 
not of such nature as to cause alarm 
and from all appearances there was 
nothing more foreign to his thoughts 
than ending his lite 
with 
his 
own 
hands. 
Traylor Shot Vollmer. 
Tulsa was dumbfounded on the aft­ 
ernoon of July 14 when it was learned 
that Traylor had 
shot 
and 
fatally 
wounded Frank J. Vollmer. 
Traylor 
and Vollmer had 
been 
friends 
for 
years and no motive has ever been 
brought to Ii ahi for the shooting, un­ 
less Tray lur had become mentally de­ 
ranged by the intense heat. 
Shortly after noon on the day of the 
shooting Traylor entered the transfer 
company’s office at the corner of Boul­ 
der and A r c h e r streets. 
Vollmer was 
bitting at his desk in the front end of 
the building. 
Without uttering a word 
Traylor drew a 
32-calibre 
revolver, 
shooting into Vollm eis 
back, 
then 
turned 
the 
weapon 
upon 
himself, 
.-hooting into his left Inn^. 
Both were rushed to the Tulsa hos­ 
pital, w here Vollmer died and Traylor 
lingered between life and death for a 
time, finally recovered, returning to 
Ilia home. 
When asked by 
newspaper 
men. 
shortly after the shooting, for a state­ 
ment. Traylor muttered incoherently, 
asking what they meant by somebody 
being shot 
Then. a little later, he 
said 
“ It seems like something hap

Further Calls to the Colors Have Left 
Not More Than Forty Per Cent 
of the Members at Home, 
So Dispatch Says.

19.—Tho m em bership 
>f the socialist labor unions of Berlin 
has been reduced more than half as a 
•esult of the war. On January I, 1914, 
chere w ere 301,986 m em bers, and the 
lum ber had fallen to 114,259 on Janu- 
iry I, 1916, a decline of 52 per cent, 
/o r the six m onths since elapsed f i l ­ 
lies are not available, but it is prob- 
ible that further calls to the colors 
lave left not more than 40 per cent of 
he m em bers at home. 
The m em bership totals 
given 
in­ 
clude, however, a large num ber of fe­ 
male m em bers, so that the decrease 
Af men m em bers 
was 
considerably 
greater than the percentages indicate. 
The num ber of unemployed has de­ 
clined steadily. 
Money support had 
jeen granted on Jan u ary I, 1915, to 
15,334, but this total had dropped on 
January I, 1916, to 2,457. 
The great­ 
est decreases in unem ploym ent were 
in the case of book printers, wood­ 
workers and m etal workers. 
The influence of the w ar on the

Rotterdam, Netherlands, August 19. 
— A correspondent who has just been 
permitted to visit the Belgian coast 
reports on 
the 
formidable defenses 
that have been raised there. A long 
line 
of 
barbed 
wire 
entanglement 
stretches along the coast, and an end­ 
less series 
of 
long, 
slenders ships’ 
guns protrude from the coarse grass 
of the dunes, ami behind the dunes 
crouch the heavy howitzers. 
Underground 
dwellings 
of bomb­ 
proof concrete for part of the great 
trench along 
the 
entire 
coast, 
he 
says. “No spot is unguarded. Every­ 
where the endless line is guarded by 
sailors, who endeavor 
to 
find relief 
from the monotony by gardening and 
in the care of their goats, pigs, rab­ 
bits and birds. 
“Here and there one comes across 
an enormous unexploded shell, hurled 
ashore by one of the big British wTar 
ships, and which now forms the or­ 
namental center of a big flower gar­ 
den. I saw a big fellow among them, 
some of 38 centimeter caliber. 
“What one sees in tho way of de­ 
struction is the work of the fast tor­ 
pedo destroyers, which have on oc­ 
casion hailed shells 
on 
the smaller 
towns with their quick 
firing guns. 
The coiners of 
houses 
are gnawed 
away; here and there a gable exhib­ 
its great holes. 
But 
the damage is 
not very bad, at least not in Ostend 
and Zeebruge, much 
less 
than one 
would have supposed. 
Even on the 
sea side the towns appear to be lit­ 
tle damaged. The big bath hotel at 
Ostend is untouched, and the great 
glass Kerhaus shows no breakage in 
its innumerable panes. 
A 
few big 
buildings in Zeebruge have been lev­ 
eled to the ground, but that was the 
work of the Germans, 
owing to the 
fact that these buildings 
helped to 
direct the enemy’s fire 
on the occa­ 
sions when he sought to destroy the 
most susceptible feature of the har­ 
bor, the big lock. 
“The real work of destruction be­ 
gins where 
the 
French 
land guns 
have been able to 
have 
their say. 
Middlekerke is a mass of ruins. It is 
u remarkable fact 
that 
600 people 
continue to crouch there. The school 
is even still attended by 80 children. 
But every house has its underground 
refuge, such 
as 
the 
soldiers 
con­ 
struct in the front lines. Shells still 
fail in the place almost daily. 
“Middlekerke 
is 
now’ 
in 
such a 
state that 
the 
Germans 
no longer 
take up quarters there, but prefer to 
'ive in dwelling 
holes 
burrowed in 
the dunes. Some streets always lie 
open to the 
French 
observers 
and 
gunners. Long walks can be taken in 
Hie southern 
part 
of 
the place by 
winding cover wavs that have been 
broken and dug out, half in, half lin­ 
ier the earth, through garden walls, 
houses and cellars. A deep trench i.~ 
Hie only same communication with 
he W esterns Watering place, where 
10 house remains standing. 
In the 
billage of Westende, which is, if pos­ 
sible, even more thoroughly knocked 
o pieces‘than the watering place, I 
lot iced that the enemy’s shells had 
spared the part of a 
wall of an inn, 
jn which was inscribed its name, In 
len Vrede’ (The Peace Tavern.”

thef of $7,000 collected for the Allies’ 
Hospital Relief commission, of which 
lie was the head, and of having Alb- j 
tained by false pretenses 
$100 
each j 
from Daniel Guggenheim and George 
A. Kessler. 
When a detective appeared with a 
warrant at Dr. Baylis* office in the 
Woolworth building Baylis was gone. 
“Well, we will get him,” commented 
District Attorney Swami grimly when 
his detective reported failure to find 
Baylis. 
The 
indictment 
alleging theft ac­ 
cuses Baylis of grand larceny in the 
first degree. 
The oilier two indict­ 
ments are charges of second degree 
larceny. 
It is alleged that 
he 
got 
$100 from Guggenheim May 
7 
last 
and a like amount from Kessler tin 
May ll. 
The $7,000 is said to have been the 
total of funds collected for the associ­ 
ation. 
Among those who contributed 
were: 
Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, Mrs. 
George Gould, Mrs. Murray Guggen­ 
heim and Isaac Seligman. 
Theodore Roosevelt and other prom­ 
inent men were interested in the Al­ 
lies’ Hospital Relief commission ami 
the former president had considerable 
to do with starting an investigation 
of Baylis’ methods. 
When the police raided Baylis’ of­ 
fice they found a letter from President 
Wilson and one from Mrs. Wilson. 
The president in his letter thanked 
Baylis for an invitation 
to 
become 
honorary patron of the 
relief 
fund 
movement, but explained that his po­ 
sition as head 
of 
the 
government 
would not permit him to accept. 
Dr. Baylis, after five years* service, 
left the Bushwack avenue church, fol­ 
lowing a break with Ii is congregation. 
in 19uC, after lie hid preached in a 
circus tent in Halsey street. 
He was 
later dropped from 
the 
Manhattan 
Congregational Ministers’ association, 
then took charge of the mission ser­ 
vices of the Church of the Open Door 
for a while, and in 1900 applied for a 
license 
to 
run an amusement park. 
Near by residents opposed the license. 
A conflict resulted 
between 
Dr. 
Baylis and Rev. J. W. Tower, of the 
Keansburg 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church in 1911, when Dr. Baylis, in­ 
vited to preach at open air services 
conducted 
by 
Dr. 
Tower, made a 
move to usurp the mission at Point 
Comfort for himself. 
After a tour through France and 
Belgium in 1915 he organized the com* 
mission of which he is director gen­ 
eral and w hich Myron T. Herrick, for­ 
mer ambassador to France, called un­ 
savory when he found that Baylis used 
his name to help in get ing subscrip­ 
tions.

opposing 
the 
eight-hour day in the threatened rail­ 
road .’strike situation. 
The railroad 
executives gave no 
final answer to the 
president’s 
pro­ 
posals, but 
w’ill deliberate on them 
ami probably see tile president again 
Monday. 
“lf a strike comes the public will 
know where the responsibility rests. 
It will not be with me,” President 
Wilson said. 


Statement By the President. 
Wshington, D. C., Aug. 19.—While 
the railroad presidents were in con­ 
ference with President Wilson today 
the president gave out a statement 
outlining his plan in regard to the 
threatened nation-wide railroad strike. 
In his statement he says: 
“It seems 
to me a thoroughly practicable pro­ 
gram and I Hunk the public has a 
right to expect its acceptance.” 
President 
Wilson’s statement fol­ 
lows : 
“I have recommended the conces­ 
sion of the eight-hour day—that is, 
the substitution of an eight-hour dav 
for »he present ten-hour day, in all 
existing practices and agreements. I 
made this proposal as I believed the 
concession right. 
“The eight hour day now’ evidently 
has the sanction of the judgment of 
society in its favor, md should be 
adopted us a basis for wages even 
when the work cannot be completed 
in eight hours. 
Concerning the ad­ 
just men’s that should be made in jus­ 
tice to the railroads and the stock­ 
holders, and in which the men are 
entitled to act (if such adjustments 
are necessary) there is wMde divulg­ 
ence of opinion. 
“The railroads that have already 
adopted the eight-hour day do not 
seem to be at any serious disadvan­ 
tage in comparison with those retain­ 
ing the ten-hour day, and calculations 
as to the cost of its adoption must, 
if made, be made now” without regard 
to economies. 
“Only experience can make it cer­ 
tain that arrangements should be fair 
either on behalf of the men or the 
railroads 
That experience would be 
a definite guide to 
the 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission in determining 
as a consequence future adjustments. 
It w'ould be necessary 
to authorize 
an increase of rates for handling and 
carrying freight and the passenger 
question would also be taken up. 
“I, therefore, propose that the de­ 
mand for extra pay for overtime b y 
the men and the contingent proposals 
of *he railway authorities be post­ 
poned until facts have taken the pla*e 
of calculations and for the cost with 
regard to the change to ’he eight hour 
day. 
Thus, in the meantime, while 
experience was developing the facts 
I should seek, and if needs be, obtain 
authority from congress to appoint a 
body of men to investigate and thor 
oughly familiarize themselves with 
conditions and report to congress at 
the earliest possible time. 
“It should tx1 open to either or both 
parties to give notice of a termina­ 
tion of the present agrem ents, with 
view' of inquiry into suggested adjust­ 
ments. 
“This seems to be a thoroughly 
praciicat and complete program, and 
I think th** public has a right to ex 
pert its acceptance."

The lunch should be eare- 
j fully selected, keeping these general 
points in mind: 
(I) The child should 
have plenty of protein to keep him 
growing and this should 
be 
gotten 
from eggs and milk rather than much 
meat: (2) ripe fresh or cooked fruits 
should be part of every lunch; (3) 
fats should be supplied in the form of 
whole milk, butter on sandwiches and 
egg yolks; (4) fried foods are hard to 
digest and should not form part of 
the lunch; (5) a few' pieces of good, 
home-made candy may be given, and 
an occasional portion of well made 
pie; (6) add vegetables to the lunch 
whenever possible. 
Some wholesome lunches suggested 
by the bulletin are; 
1. 
One chicken sandwich, one jam 
sandwich, 
one 
apple, 
one glass of 
milk, one small piece of 
cake 
(two 
graham or plain crackers 
and 
two 
apples for recesses). 
2. 
Brown bread and butter sand­ 
wich, cottage cheese sandwich, celery, 
one orange, nut and raisin cookies. 
3. 
Ham sandwich, bread and but­ 
ter sandwich, fudge sandwich, apple 
sauce, one glass of lemonade. 
Another important thing to consid­ 
er is the lunch container. 
The lunch 
should never be wrapped in newspa­ 
pers, but put in tin pails, fiber boxes, 
baskets or the ideal but rather expen­ 
sive thermos lunch box. 
Waxed pa­ 
per, plain white paper napkins, seal 
tight jars or thermos bottle to carry 
semi-liquid foods and drinks are also 
important in packing the lunch.

GET RID OF HARMFUL MITES 


Parasites Sap All Life Out of Hens 
and Cut Down Egg Supply— Have 
Thorough Cleaning. 


If you are going to ho a successful 
poultry man, young man, you must get 
after the mites. They sap all the life 
out of die hens, and cut down the egg 
supply enormously. They kill off large 
numbers of the most promising chicks 
They are the 
worst 
enemies 
with 
which your Hock has to contend. 
But you can get rid of them if you 
will. Have a thorough house eleaninj. 
some fine day. 
Clean up the dirty 
floor. Take out the roosts and scrap* 
them, and clean out the dirty nests. 
If they are too badly infested, burn 
them up and make some new ones. 
Brush down the cobwebs from the 
corners. 
Then take a spray pump and spray 
the whole inside of the poultry house, 
getting into all the cracks and corn­ 
ers with a mixture of one part crude 
carbolic acid to ten of kerosene. This 
kills any of the mites which may have 
fled to the cracks and crevices for 
safety. After tills is dry, put on the 
whitewash. 
It may be put on with 
the same spray pump, hut it sticks 
better and lasts longer if it is put on 
with a brush. 
Lice and mites can’t 
stand whitewash. 
After the whitewash has thoroughly 
dried, refit the house with clean roosts 
and nests, and put some clean straw 
on the floor. 
If you wish, you can 
dust the hens off with lice powder be* 
fore admitting them to the house. 
Re­ 
peat dusting again in about a week, or 
better, apply the blue ointment. 
It is 
a very good time to do the Job. 
If you 
will do this you will find that the lice 
have departed for some other hen­ 
house whose owner is not so good a 
iii try ma n as you.

tion of horses and m ules to Europe,

It is estim ated 
that there are 34,000,000 horses and 
44.500,000 m ules in the United States.

500,000 
horses and lo,OOO mules. 
T here 
is 
thus no danger of 
a 
horse or mule 
fam ine, sensational 
reports 
to 
the 
conf v ary , notw ithstanding. 
F urtherm ore, the anim als exported 
have not represented the best stock 
of the 
country. 
They 
have 
been 
sound and well adapted 
to perform 
the service required of them , but it 
is said by the officials I hat with very 
few exceptions they have represented 
the ordinary breeds. It is announced 
thai the European governm ents have 
been paying on an average $175 per 
anim al at 
Hie 
seaboard 
ready 
for 
shipm ent. 
In spite of the fact thai the United 
Stales posseses nearly one-fourth of 
Hie horses o f Hie world, Russia being 
t he on Iv country with a large num ­ 
ber, Uh* class of anim als being re a r­ 
ed here is not of the best, and espec­ 
ial Iv 
has there been a tendency to­ 
ward the lowering of stan d ard s dur­ 
ing the past few years. It is at this 
point that 
the 
fee era! governm ent 
com es in, interested, as it alw ays is, 
In proper m ounts for its cavalry and 
for other purposes. 
Being desirous of grading up this 
co u n try ’s horseflesh, the departm ent 
of agriculture, three years ago, ad­ 
opted the plan of sending high grade 
sires to localities where they would 
be in dem and. In the spring of 1917 
the first batch of colts produced un 
der this system of governm ent aid 
will he three years old. From all a c ­ 
counts a fine lot of horses will be on 
hand. In 1918 between 700 and 800 3- 
year-olds will be available, 
and the 
num ber will increase steadily year by 
year after that time. When there is a 
sufficient num ber of horses for that 
purpose the war d epartm ent plans to 
mount four com panies, each on a dif­ 
ferent breed turned out by the gov­ 
ernm ent, and try 
them 
out 
under 
sim ilar conditions, in this way learn­ 
ing which of the breeds is best suited 
to army needs. So it seem s we are to 
have plenty 
of 
horses, and bettei 
ones at that.

GUINEAS ARE WORTH-KEEPING 


Where Few Adults Are Kept Loss of 
Young Poultry by H aw ks and 
Crow s Is Reduced. 


Guineas are a noisy bird and if 
a few adult fowls are kept the loss of 
young poultry about 
the farm 
by 
hawks and crows is certain to be great­ 
ly reduced. 
These ba m y ani enemies 
seem to have little use for the guinea’s 
noisy and disagreeable nature. Guineas 
are great rustlers, and it does not 
take much feed to m ature them. 
Also 
they are great insect destroyers. This 
alone tfiakes them worth their keep­ 
ing to the farm er. 
About the only 
care they require is when quite young, 
but 
they are not very difficult to 
raise, if their natures are properly 
understood aud respected. 
W e prefer to set the eggs with a 
good chicken hen. giviug her about IS 
eggs. 
If not neglected in the incuba­ 
tion period, 
nearly every egg will 
hatch, says a w riter in an exchange. 
W hen quite young they are somewhat 
delicate and do not do well if exposed 
to too hot sunshine, nor will they do 
well if confined too closely. 
The best 
place for them is in the orchard, whore 
there is plenty of shade and no tall 
weeds w herein rats can harbor. 
The 
feed m ay consist of hard-boiled eggs, 
cracker crum bs or cracked w heat when 
they are very young. 
Cornmeal does 
not m ake very g»>od feed for young 
guineas, but it can be used if ground 
very flue. 
It m ust be fed dry. 
Also 
see that they have a good supply of 
clean drinking w ater at all times in 
hot w eather. 


Digestive Troubles. 
W hen fowls seem to have digestive 
tro u b le s, or bowel troubles, sometimes 
e p so m salts, a tablespoonful to each 
pint of the drinking water, given when 
the fowls have been without drink 
over night, will In* very beneficial. 


Clean Up Droppings Daily. 
It is ti nit* well spent to clean up the 
droppings daily. * When this is in­ 
convenient, two or three times a week 
will do, but never should the droppings 
t>e allowed to remain in the henhouse 
longer than one week.
